RESEARCH   FOR  TOMORROW 

—  in  CROPS  AND  SOILS 

Area  1,  Agricultural  Engineering  Research  Laboratory 

Some  of  the  work  in  field,  orchard,  and  forest  crops  is  shown 
in  this  area.  Soil  scientists  show  how  they  are  using  aerial 
photography  to  map  soils,  whether  liquid  or  dry  fertilizers  pro- 
duce higher  yields,  and  how  they  study  organic  matter  in  soils 
as  a  guide  to  using  fertilizers  wisely.  Plant  breeders  show 
new  types  of  apples  that  are  immune  from  scab  and  how  new 
products  can  be  produced  from  corn.  You  can  also  see  how  new 
systemic  insecticides  are  fighting  wheat  insects  and  howr  plant- 
disease  scientists  are  controlling  root  rot  in  soybeans  and  using 
fungicides  to  fight  common  plant  diseases. 

—  in  LIVESTOCK 
Area  2,  Stock  Pavilion 

An  "animal  fair"  featuring  birds  and  animals  used  in  re- 
search is  one  major  center  of  interest.  Agricultural  engineers 
and  animal  scientists  join  forces  here  to  build  a  new  pneumatic 
feed-conveying  exhibit  with  a  full-size  grinding  and  conveying 
unit  in  a  truss-roofed  rigid-frame  building.  Dairy  scientists 
show  the  beginnings  of  life  in  cattle  and  how  a  cow  makes  milk 
in  her  udder.  Veterinary  scientists  preview  disease  control  of 
the  future,  and  poultry  researchers  hunt  eggs  with  a  geiger 
counter  when  they  feed  radioactive  feed  to  hens.

Here  is  a  panoramic  view  of  farming  1975  style  to  show  the 
effects  of  changing  farm  size,  different  farming  methods,  and 
mechanization  on  labor  requirements.

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CHEMISTRY  IN  AGRICULTURE 

Agricultural  Engineering  Research  Laboratory 

Many  of  the  varied  uses  of  chemicals  in  agriculture  are 
shown.  New  techniques  in  soil  testing  are  demonstrated.  You 
can  learn  how  to  choose  the  right  nozzle  when  applying  pesti- 
cides and  herbicides.  There  is  a  demonstration  of  how  scientists 
determine  the  chemical  residues  of  sprays  and  arrive  at  recom- 
mendations for  safe  use  of  insecticides  on  forage  crops.  You  can 
find  out  how  to  get  rid  of  stumps  with  "Stumpfyre"  and  how  to 
preserve  posts  with  penta.  Scientists  show  how  fungicides  are 
developed  and  how  radioactive  isotopes  are  used  with  a  live 
animal  to  study  nutrition  and  feeding  efficiency. 

SOYBEANS:    GOLD  FROM  THE  PRAIRIE 

Agricultural  Engineering  Tractor  Laboratory 

The  story  of  one  of  Illinois'  great  crops  shows  you  how  new 
soybean  varieties  are  increasing  production.  You  can  learn  about 
changes  in  cultural  practices,  such  as  planting  in  narrow  rows, 
and  about  the  soybean  cyst  nematode,  a  new  threat  to  produc- 
tion. You  can  see  what  happens  to  soybeans  after  they  go  to 
market  and  are  used  for  meal,  oil,  and  export.  The  exhibit  in- 
cludes live-animal  demonstrations  of  research  on  the  use  of  soy- 
bean meal  by  ruminants  and  as  protein  supplement  for  swine 
and  poultry. 

RECORDS:    TOOLS  FOR  PROGRESS 

Agricultural  Engineering  Research  Laboratory 

Here  you  can  see  some  of  the  many  different  ways  that  rec- 
ords help  in  research  and  in  farming  and  homemaking.  Agrono- 
mists show  that  processing  data  electronically  makes  it  possible 
for  them  to  quickly  evaluate  the  performance  of  commercial  corn 
hybrids.  How  Farm  Bureau  Farm  Management  Service  records, 
cost  accounts,  and  simplified  farm  account  records  are  kept  and 
analyzed  is  explained  as  well  as  the  way  records  are  kept  on  beef 
cattle  performance  and  dairy  herd  improvement.  Dairy  farmers 
can  see  how  electronic  machines  are  used  to  obtain  their  monthly 
summary  sheets.

EXHIBIT  AREAS  WILL  BE  OPEN  ON  THURSDAY  FROM 

9:00  A.M.  TO  5:00  P.M.  AND  6:30  TO  9:00  P.M., 

AND  ON  FRIDAY  AND  SATURDAY  FROM  9:00  A.M.  TO  5:00  P.M. 

Four  major  exhibit  areas  feature  displays  and  demonstrations  — 
Agricultural  Engineering  Buildings,  Bevier  Hall,  Canvas  Arena  (near 
the  Genetics  Building),  and  Stock  Pavilion. 

Information  on  career  opportunities  is  available  in  the  various  areas 
through  exhibits,  movies,  and  student  and  staff  participation. 

Continuous  special  exhibit  presentations  are  offered  each  day  from 
9:30  to  11:30  a.m.  and  1:30  to  3:30  p.m.  in  the  Stock  Pavilion, 
Canvas  Arena,  and  Agricultural  Engineering  exhibit  areas. 

Following  are  the  locations  of  the  Agricultural,  Home  Economics, 
and  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine  exhibits,  and  a  brief  glimpse  of 
some  of  the  features  in  each  area. 

STOCK  PAVILION   .   .   . 

Animal  Science.  Theme:  "Foundation  for  the  Future  Through 
Research."  Hatching  chicks  convey  the  idea  that  in  the  future  scientists 
may  be  able  to  alter  sex  for  more  profitable  production.  A  broody 
rooster  and  chicks  indicate  that  hormones  can  play  a  part  in  improving 
feeding  performance  and  make  it  possible  to  control  breeding  and 
birth  dates.  Radioisotopes  and  sheep  with  capped  openings  in  their 
sides  show  nutrition  research  methods.  Measuring  blood  pressure  of  a 
pig  suggests  that  blood  may  be  an  indicator  of  an  animal's  performance. 

Agricultural  Economics.  Theme:  "The  Foundation  for  a  Sound 
Agriculture  Lies  in  Efficient  Production  and  Distribution."  Exhibits 
show  how  various  economic  factors  affect  supply  and  demand,  and 
how  research  projects  are  designed  to  improve  demand  and  consump- 
tion. 

Dairy  Science.  Theme:  "From  Roughage  to  Milk."  Exhibits  show 
how  research  in  feeding,  breeding,  and  milking  practices  contributes  to 
progress.  Drosophila,  mice,  and  goats  used  in  genetic  studies  that 
apply  to  dairy  breeding  are  on  display. 

Food  Technology.  Theme:  "Flavor."  Food  and  dairy  tech- 
nologists show  how  various  factors  affect  food  flavors  and  consequently 


food  preservation  and  consumer  acceptance.  The  national  champion 
dairy  products  judging  team  participates  in  this  exhibit. 

Veterinary  Science.  An  exhibit  on  "Specific-Pathogen-Free  Pigs" 
shows  how  these  pigs  may  break  the  cycle  of  common  hog  diseases 
and  bring  improved  earnings  to  swine  producers. 

Research  at  Dixon  Springs.  Experiment  Station  workers  show  how 
research  is  contributing  to  a  community  and  area  development 
program. 

AGRICULTURAL  ENGINEERING  BUILDINGS  .   .   . 

Agricultural  Engineering.  (Agricultural  Engineering  Building) 
Theme:  "More  Power  to  You."  Demonstrations  of  tractor  testing, 
and  a  power  scoreboard  to  show  how  tractor  performance  can  be 
improved  through  carburetor  adjustment,  timing,  spark  plug  changes, 
and  air  cleaner  replacement  are  among  the  features.  A  powerful  new 
electrical  dynamometer  for  testing  tractor  performance  is  exhibited. 

Teaching,  Research,  and  Extension.  (Agricultural  Engineering  Re- 
search Lab)  Maps  and  other  displays  highlight  the  many  and  varied 
ways  that  classroom,  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  and  Cooperative 
Extension  Service  activities  serve  Illinois  and  the  nation.  The  interna- 
tional programs  and  how  the  College  is  serving  around  the  world  are 
explained,  and  students  from  several  countries  are  present  to  visit  with 
Festival  guests. 

CANVAS  ARENA   .   .   . 

Plant  Pathology.  Pathologists  show  and  demonstrate  how  aphids 
transmit  yellow  dwarf  disease  in  oats  —  how  they  take  the  virus  from 
diseased  plants  and  inject  it  into  healthy  plants.  Reports  are  also 
presented  on  Dutch  elm  and  sycamore  anthracnose  diseases. 

Agronomy.  An  exhibit,  "Alfalfa,  Queen  of  the  Forages,"  includes 
soil  requirements  for  growing  alfalfa,  recommended  varieties,  manage- 
ment and  cultural  practices,  and  various  uses  of  the  crop. 

Entomology.  Glass  cases  house  live  termites  and  ants  to  show  how 
these  insects  live.   Entomologists  explain  the  best  control  methods. 

Horticulture.  A  large  map  display  shows  the  areas  of  the  state 
where  horticultural  crops  are  most  important.  Nurseries,  greenhouses, 
fruits,  vegetables,  flowers,  and  ornamental  plants  are  included.  A 
continuous  showing  of  slides  gives  specific  information  about  the 
various  areas. 


Forestry.  Scale  models  of  forests  and  the  forest  industry  highlight 
types  of  work  in  forestry.  Other  features  include  the  training  programs 
in  forestry,  and  demonstrations  of  a  sawmill  and  plywood  processing. 

BBVIER  HALL   .   .   . 

Home  Economics  exhibits  feature  a  wide  variety  of  programs  being 
carried  on  by  members  of  the  staff,  plus  several  entertaining  displays. 

"Weight  Maintenance  Through  Wise  Food  Selection"  is  the  theme 
of  exhibits  presented  by  dietitians.  Foods  research  workers  are  featur- 
ing "Research  Contributes  to  Better  Frozen  Foods,"  and  other  exhibits 
focus  on  selection  and  preparation  of  food  as  a  "Foundation  for  You," 
showing  the  relationship  between  food  and  health. 

The  quantity  food  preparation  laboratory  for  students  in  restaurant 
management,  hospital  dietetics,  and  cafeteria  management  will  be  open 
from  2 :  30  to  4 :  00  p.m.  each  day. 

Textile  and  clothing  features  include  a  miniature  electrically- 
operated  woolen  mill  which  shows  various  phases  of  wool  cloth  produc- 
tion, and  exhibits  of  articles  from  the  historic  costume  collection. 
Among  the  items  are  seven  wedding  gowns  from  1830  to  1961,  dis- 
played in  a  wedding  atmosphere;  historic  fans;  antique  handkerchiefs 
and  collars;  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  dramatic  changes  in  skirt 
lengths  in  the  1920's  and  1930's.  The  clothing  construction  laboratories 
are  open  to  visitors  at  all  times  during  the  Festival. 

Other  exhibit  features  include  weaving,  ceramics,  and  jewelry  de- 
signed by  professional  home  economists;  the  wheelchair  kitchen,  show- 
ing recommended  dimensions,  arrangements,  and  storage  ideas;  a 
display  highlighting  the  work  of  home  economics  extension  specialists 
and  home  advisers;  and  information  about  the  training  program  for 
home  economics  teachers.
